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OBJECTIVES  AND  METHODS 


The  U.S.  Army  Environmental  Center  (AEC)  tasked  the  Mandatory  Center  of  Expertise  for  the 
Curation  and  Management  of  Archaeological  Collections  (MCX)  wi&  the  job  of  assisting  Army 
installation  personnel  in  complying  with  the  requirements  of  the  Native  American  Graves 
Protection  and  Repatriation  Act  (P.L.  101-601,  NAGPRA).  The  MCX  was  asked  to  locate  and 
assess  archaeological  collections  derived  from  Army-owned  lands,  to  identify  the  federally 
recognized  Native  American  tribes  most  likely  culturally  afitiliated  vwth  Ae  collections,  to  draft 
Section  6  Summary  letters  for  each  installation,  and  to  conduct  physical  inventories  of  any 
collections  that  contain  human  skeletal  remains.  This  report  conveys  the  results  of  the 
collections  research  completed  to  assist  Badger  Army  Ammunition  Plant  (Badger  AAP)  m 
complying  with  the  Section  6  Summary  requirements  of  NAGPRA. 

The  MCX  used  a  two-stage  process  to  identify,  locate,  and  assess  the  contents  of 
archaeological  collections  froni  the  installation.  First,  archival  research  was  performed  to  review 
all  archaeological  site  records  and  reports  for  the  installation.  Second,  telephone  mterviews  were 
conducted  with  personnel  at  installations,  universities,  museums,  and  archaeological  contractors 
that  were  identified  during  the  archival  research  as  possible  repositories  of  Army  collections. 

The  MCX  did  not  physically  verify  the  existence  of  collections,  and,  as  such  the  information 
contained  in  this  report  is  based  on  background  record  reviews  and  information  obtained  via 
telephone  interviews  with  the  aforementioned  installation  personnel  and  institution  professionals. 

Archival  research  for  Badger  Army  Ammunition  Plant  began  with  a  search  of  the 
National  Archeological  Data  Base  (NADB)  for  references  pertaining  to  tiie  installation.  This  was 
followed  by  a  thorough  examination  of  all  archaeological  site  forms  and  a  literature  review  of  all 
pertinent  archaeological  reports  and  manuscripts  on  file  at  the  State  Historical  Society  of 
Wisconsin,  Division  of  Historic  Preservation  in  Madison,  Wisconsin.  The  records  search  was 
performed  at  the  Division  of  Historical  Preservation  in  September  1995  and  sought  to  identify 
any  work  on  the  installation  that  may  have  produced  archaeological  collections. 

Subsequent  telephone  interviews  to  potential  collections  repositories  ascertained  whether 
the  materials  were  present  and  the  range  of  objects  in  each  collection.  Once  the  collection  were 
located  and  assessed,  MCX  personnel  identified  federally  recognized  Native  American  tribes  that 
are  likely  to  be  culturally  affiliated  with  the  materials  in  the  collections.  Draft  Section  6 
Summary  letters  are  enclosed  for  each  of  these  tribes  (Appendices  I-III),  as  well  as  a  listing  of 
each  current  tribal  chairperson  (Appendix  IV). 
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RESEARCH  RESULTS 


archaeological  investigations  at  badger  army 

ammunition  plant 


Archaeological  »oric  on  Badger  AAP  began  in  1982  with  a  literature  and  reco^  ^h  followed 
by  a  cultural  overview  conducted  by  Archaeological  Consulting  and  Services  (ACS)  of  Madison, 
Wisconsin.  ACS  also  performed  a  field  survey  in  1983  that  recorded  archaeologic^  ates  and 
collected  artifacts  from  Ae  surface  of  sites.  The  Center  for  American  Archeology  m  K^psville, 
Illinois,  prepared  an  archaeological  overview  and  management  plan  m  1984.  Geo-Marme  of 
Plano,  Texas,  is  currently  conducting  another  field  survey. 


Three  historic  Euroamerican  cemeteries  are  located  on  Badger  AAP  property  md  have 
not  been  excavated.  Prehistoric  mounds  are  reported  as  having  existed  on  or  near  Badger  AAP 
property,  but  are  noted  to  have  been  destroyed  by  cultivation. 


SUMMARY  OF  ARCHAEOLOGICAL  COLLECTIONS 


A  total  of  approximately  one  cubic  foot  of  boxed  archaeological  matenals  and  associated 
documentation  has  been  identified  for  Badger  AAP.  Artifacts  recovered  mclude  prehi^onc 
flakes  a  scraper,  biface,  and  historic  material.  As  of  the  date  of  this  report,  the  collecton  is 
located  at  Archaeological  Consulting  and  Services,  Madison,  Wisconsin  ^dj^nsists  of 
prehistoric  stone  tools  (a  scraper,  biface,  and  flakes)  and  historic  matenal.  The  attached 
Summary  of  Current  Locations  of  Archaeological  Collections  from  Badger  Army  Ammunition 
Plant  (Appendix  V)  provides  detailed  information  about  the  collection  derived  as  a  result  of 
archaeological  investigations  at  the  installation. 

Every  attempt  has  been  made  to  locate  all  collections  cited  on  available  archaeological 
site  records  or  in  published  and  unpublished  references  to  archaeological  investigations  on  the 

installation. 

NAGPRA-Related  Materials 

MCX  research  identified  no  human  remains  or  fimerary  objects  during  its  review  of 
archeological  records,  associated  literature,  and  telephone  interviews  for  Badger  AAP.  The  final 
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deteraiination  of  any  additional  fimeraiy  objects,  sacred  objects  or  objects  of  cultural  pat^ony 
among  the  Badger  AAP  collections  may  be  established  upon  further  consultation  with  culturally 
affiliated  Native  American  tribes  according  to  the  definitions  and  restrictions  specified  in 
NAGPRA.

NATIVE  AMERICAN  TRIBES  ASSOCIATED  WITH  BADGER  ARMY 

ammunition  plant 


According  to  the  Indian  Land  Areas  Judicially  Established  1978  map  (U.S.G.S.  n.d.),  the  area  in 
central  Wisconsin  now  occupied  by  Badger  AAP  is  situated  on  land  that  was  adjudicated  to  the 
Winnebago.  The  Menominee  are  shown  on  this  map  to  have  occupied  land  directly  north  of 

Badger  AAP  but  were  not  adjudicated  this  land.  The  Potawatomi  were  adjudicated  lands  to  the 
southwest,  and  the  Sac  and  Fox  were  adjudicated  lands  to  the  southeast  of  present-day  Badger 

AAP. 

The  Winnebago  were  first  encountered  by  Europeans  in  the  area  of  present-day  Green 
Bay  Wisconsin  as  early  as  1634  by  the  French  explorer  Jean  Nicolet,  permanent  contact  was 
made  after  1665  with  the  growing  fur  trade  (Johnson  1992:32-33;  Lurie  1978:690;  Waldman 
1988:250-251)  .  “Winnebago”  is  an  imcomplimentary  Sac  and  Fox  word  that  translates  to 
“People  of  Dirty  Water.”  Wisconsin  Winnebago  refer  to  themselves  as  Hochungra,  meaning 
“People  of  the  Big  Voices,”  a  name  given  to  them  by  the  Iowa  Indians  (Funmaker  1994:694- 
696).  By  1840,  many  of  the  Winnebago  were  removed  firom  their  homeland  in  Wisconsin  to  the 
Neutral  Ground  in  Iowa  and  to  reservations  in  Miimesota  and  South  Dakota.  These  Winnebago 
were  relocated  to  Nebraska  in  1865.  In  the  1880s,  a  portion  of  the  tribe  rejoined  the  fugitive 
Winnebago  who  remained  in  Wisconsin,  creating  two  separate  political  and  cultural  groups,  one 
in  Nebraska  and  one  in  Wisconsin  (Lurie  1978:697-700;  Johnson  1992:33;  Smith  1994:694). 

The  Menominee  also  first  encountered  French  Europeans  in  the  1660s.  At  that  time  the 
Menoninee  inhabited  the  land  in  the  Green  Bay  area  along  Lake  Michigan  and  west  into  centol 
Wisconsin.  By  the  mid-nineteenth  century,  their  homeland  was  redu(^d  to  reservation  land  in 
northern  Wisconsin  about  45  miles  west  of  Green  Bay.  This  reservation  land  was  abundant  in 
timber  and  the  Menominee  became  one  of  the  most  self-sufficient  tribes  in  the  United  States.  It 
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is  suggested  that  this  success  led  to  political  strife,  and  eventually  the  Menominee  Tenmnation 
Actassignedinl954andenactedinl961.  With  this  act  came  economic  hardship  to  the 
Menominee  community.  Both  Indian  and  non-Indian  supporters  of  this  commumty  suwessfully 
lobbied  to  restore  the  Menominee,  and  in  1973  the  Menominee  Restoration  Act  was 
reestablishing  nearly  all  of  the  former  reservation  (Johnson  1992:32;  Peroff  1994:329-330; 
Spindler  1978:718-723;  Waldman  1985:194). 

Johnson  (1992:30-33)  places  the  aboriginal  home  of  the  Potowatomi  at  the  lower 
peninsula  of  Michigan.  Around  1860  they  were  driven  to  the  Door  Peninsula  ne^  Green  Bay, 
Wisconsin  on  the  west  shore  of  Lake  Michigan.  During  the  eighteenth  century,  they  spread 
south  to  present  day  Milwaukee,  Wisconsin.  Those  that  did  not  move  to  Kansas  m  1836  as  a 
result  of  the  1833  Treaty  of  Chicago,  lived  in  southern  Wisconsin  near  Lake  Geneva  (Woods 
1994).  The  Potowatomi  retain  a  reservation  in  northern  Wisconsin  (Davis  1994:465). 

The  Sauk  (or  Sac),  lived  in  the  vicinity  of  Green  Bay,  Wisconsin,  toward  the  end  of  the 
seventeenth  century.  The  Fox,  also  known  as  the  Mesqu^e,  lived  along  the  Fox  River  before 
1 746,  at  which  time,  they  were  driven  to  the  Wisconsin  River.  In  the  eighteenth  century,  a 
dispute  with  French  traders  lead  to  a  confederation  between  the  Sac  and  the  Fox.  The  two  tribes 
joined,  yet  kept  separate  tribal  identities  (Johnson  1992:31-32;  Gr^t  1994:563-564).  The  Sa 
and  Fox  were  removed  to  Iowa  in  1804  and  in  1861  they  were  again  moved  to  Kamas.  In  1869 
they  were  removed  to  Indian  territory  in  Oklahoma  were  they  retain  a  reservation  in  Lincoln 
County  (Grant  1994:563). 
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SECTION  6  COMPLIANCE 


P.L.  101-601  (NAGPRA)  requires  that  federal  agencies  engage  in  active  consultation  with  Native 
Americans  with  federally  recognized  tribes  and/or  lineal  descendants  who  may  be  culturally 

with  the  archaeological  collections  from  the  installation.  Enclosed  are  draft  NAGPRA 
Section  6  Summary  letters  (Appendices  I-III)  and  a  list  of  each  tribal  chairpereon  from  the 
federally  recognized  tribes  which  may  be  culturally  affiliated  with  the  collections  (Appendix  IV). 

Of  the  tribes  referenced  above,  the  Menominee,  Potawatomi,  Sac  and  Fox,  and 
^^ebago  are  federally  recognized. 

Several  groups  have  initiated  the  process  to  seek  federal  reception.  The  Council  for  the 
Benefit  of  Colorado  Wirmebagos,  Colorado  has  submitted  a  letter  of  intent  to  petition  for  federal 
recognition  as  of  26  January  1993  (Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs  1995:7).  Huron  Potawatomi,  Inc., 
Michigan  has  an  active  petition  for  federal  recognition  as  of  27  July  1993,  and  a  proposed 
positive  finding  was  published  31  May  1995  (Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs  1995:2).  The  Match-E- 
Be-Nash-She-Wish  Band  of  Potawatomi  Indians  of  Michigan  petition  for  federal  ^ognition  was 
deemed  ready  for  active  consideration  as  of  28  April  1995  (Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs  1995:2). 

Initial  consultation  should  be  conducted  on  a  govemment-to-govemment  basis.  Refer  to 
P.L.  101-601  (NAGPRA)  for  specifics  on  required  Native  American  consultation  and  the  legal 
definitions  of  items  subject  to  NAGPRA.
